This tree perfe€tly yefembies' our, maple in France, ,and 
yet why is it that it has this diflin@ property,? Can it.be 

ecaufe it vegeiates in a new foil, where. the juices arein 

greater Dasihett for its nourifhment, or, rather are we 
yet ignorant of the rea! properties of our maple ? 

Chefnut and wainut-trees are likewile very common 
here. The laftare various in their kinds, and the differs 





they neverihcleis preferred our Exropean grain, being of 
4gmore mealy iubflance, and keeping {weet a much longer | 
time. ‘Lhe feveral kinds of wood here are much lighter | 
thin ours, and far lefs durable, as the roots are almott at | 
the furface of the ground: The foil being new, the vege- 
tative particles are more abundant near the {urface, and 
the roots, of confequence, direct themfelves horizontally, 
and thus they are more expofed to the impreifions of cold, 
heat, drought and mouiture, and liable to be atleéted by 
the various changes of the atmofphere ; and, indeed, I 
have remarked, tat the trees here almoft always begin to 
decay at the root, Adal 

I once imagined that thefe antique forefls, into which 
the arm of man had never carried the deftructive firokes 
of the ax, would have nothing to offer to the view, at ev- 
ery flep, but ancient trees, whofe rugged, knotty, hol- 
low trunks, worn by rains and frofis, fapported nothing 
more than a dry naked top, firipped of its extended 
branches. Inftead of thefe venerable tokens of age that I 
looked for in the woodlands, I found every where the 
frefhnefs and vigour of youth the moft robuft. The trunks 
clofe and compact, flraight, and towering into the air be- 
yond the reach of thé eye, difplay from ‘the top a multi- 
tude of branclics, cloathed with a deeper green than ours 
can boaft of. The oak is by far the moft frequent to be 
met with ;—for the tree moft ufeful to man, is the tree of 
all climates : and I have obferved no lef than fix or feven 
forts in this country : the leaves of one fort are broad, with 
almofi imperceptible indentings, in others the incifions are 
flill deeper, and in fome they are fo deep, that the prin- 
cipal fibres only remain extended ; a day cr two ago I 
met with fome oaks, bearing leaves that are long and nar- 
sow and very much refembling thote of the peach tree. 

But the monarch of thefe forefls is the tulip or yellow 
tree ; its afpiring top rifes above the lofiieft oaks, and its 
thick extended branches projeét their fhadow toa very 
great diftance ; its leaf, compaét, fmooth and flender, 1s 
fomewhat in fhape like a man’s hand, with this difference, 


that the longe’? fide appears tu be cut trenfverfely. Each }, 


leaf is originally folded in a particular wrapper, formed 
fimply of swo cther leaves, of an oval fhape touching in 
every point of their circumference ; this principal leaf af- 
terwards feparates the two others in order to expand and 
give room for growth, in the fame manner as a young 
bean fhoots out from betwixt the leaves that confined it on 
each fide. The tulip, that brilliant flower, upon which 
our Florifls lavifh fuch a profufion of toil sot expence, 
grows to the number of thoufands upon this flately tree, re- 
tiefhes the cye of the American native, and perfumes the 
air which he breathes beneath its fhade. Out of this the 
Indians make their canoes or troughs, formed wholly of 
one piece ; and in this particular the Englifh Americans 
nave followed their example, making fome of them large 
enough to carry more than thirty men. Being of a na- 
ture Gtted to fourifh im every climate, it would, I think, 
fucceed perfetily well in France ; more pleafant to the 
fight than the great chefnut tree, and more clean, it would 
form woods and avenues full as thick and lofiy, and its 
timber would be infinitely preferable for every kind of joi- 
herswork, ‘Lhe fallafias, an aromatic flirub, is found 
mopen places, expofed to the fun ; alfo, on the fides of 
the highways and along the fkirts of fields ; its leaf refem- 
bies that of the figeiree, but not fo large nor fo thick, and 
is ofa paler green ; it produces a fmall fruit growing in 
apod, milky when it is green, and of a purple c@lour 
when mpe ; its odoriferous quality is refident chiefly in the 
bark, and particularly in that of the root ; its property is 
fudorific. Some fay, the firft Europeans that came to 
America, being afflicted with that dreadful malady, the 
Progrefs of which has been fo fatal in Europe, made ufe 
of this thrub with fuccefs. 

: We alfofound upon the banks of Conne@ticut rivera 
sort of rofe-laurel, covered with flowers, and affording a 
deligheful profpetttothe eye. The gum-tree, which we 
found in low interval lands, is a fpecies of grove-laurel, 
the {mel of which is fomewhat like io of our common !au- 
fel, but more agrceuble ; its fruit, much like grains of 


ence is known, by the fruit and the Jeaf.; there is one fort, 


| the wood of which is full of veins, and makes excellent 


furniture, and the outfide of its fruit has confiderably the 
{mellof citron They all produce. nuts, the kernel. of 
which is not eafy to come at, and they are befides ver 
hard to break ; the meat is not got out of the fhell but with 
great trouble, and by {mall quantities, and afier all, the 
talte is flrong and difagseeable. 

We alfo found here a kind of bunch-cherry, fmall and 
fomewhat bitter. The grape-vine, the culture of which 
they are wholly ignorant of, even in Virginia, is | feen 
every where climbing, and fupporting ufelf upon the 
trees, 

It belongs to man tomukiply, to fertilize and bring to 

erfetuion the ufeful produétions of the various couniries 
of the world,—by varying the foils, directing the courfe 
ofthe fap by prauing, hi blending the feveral kinds of 
fruit, by means of ingrafting. . We are indebted to she 
experience of many ages for thefe happy inventions, as 
well as for the ornaments and opulence of our gardens and 
orchards.’ Man, “we may fay, is the reftorer, of mature } 
he enlivefis, entiches and beautilies 1¢-;, the Simple turf 
that bedecks the ground, will only preferve its verdure in 
fuch places as. he has expofed to the fun and’ air; the ti- 
mid bird that flies from his fight, the wild beaft that trembles 
at his approach, dwell only in thofe fequeftered haunts 
and folitary places which. furround him at a remote dif- 
tance. If curiofity has fometimes urged me to penetrate | 
far into thefe gloomy forefts, I there no longer heard the 
voice, no longer traced the velliges of animaied beings, 
but wai‘ied only through pathle!s groves, and upon the 
faded ruins of the vegetable world. Saddening at this 
mournful filence, and the view of thofe lonely objeéts 
which difcovered no traces of the dominion,.of my own 
fpecies over the wild genius of nature, I haftened to revi- 
rf places and abodes, better calculaed to enliven and gra- 
tify the foul of fenfibihty, 

The knowledge of the birds of this country will confti- 
tute ene of ihe moft interefting parts of its natural hiftory. 
I have feen in Conneéticut a kind of flarling, the middle. 
part of whofe wings isof a deep red ; and have obferved 
another bird of the colour of thofe brought from the Cana- 
ry Iflands, but fomewhat larger. What they call the 
Virginian nightingale is more commonly met with as you 


-) , ‘ 
advance to the South, but has no refemblance to ours; it 


is larger and its head and belly are of a red like that of the 
Bouvreuil, If nature has been more bountiful to it jn re- 
{pect of plumage, fhe has neverthelefs been fer from 
ting it fo melodious a voice as ours: The mockin Sind, 
almoit the fize of a thrufh, {potted with white and grey, 
has the faculty of mimicking all oiher birds that it hears. 
The humming bird which they. fay, lives only on the 
juice of flowers, is common enough, but, by the rapidity 
of its motions, ihere are few perfons that have ever had a 
diftinet view of it. . 

The fguirrels are of a: pale afh grey, larger than ours, 
very common in the woods, and eafy to be tamed ; thofe 
called flying {quirrels are of a darker grey, and fmailer 
in fize than the other ; their fkin is large and loofe quite 
tu the extremities of the paws, which chey extend, when 
they leap from one branch of a tree to another, and thus 
are enabled io make ufe of a greater quantity of air, to fup- 
port themfelves upon, as a lird does im flying. 

The whole country, from Boflon to Providence, is le- 
vel ; and I have in this extent met with brocks, which we 
would cal! rivers; their beds, in thofe places where I 


paffed, looked as if they had been hollewed out of a foi) 
of foft and {pungy flone, of a grey and red complexion, 


pebbles or round flints, which, when flruck upon, were 
eafily loofened, and lef the mask of their form therein. 
The whole fare of Conneticut is covered with little 
hills, but the country is not futiciently cleared of the 
wood, nor ace they offuch a five, thar we can eafily de- 
termine their general direttions ; for the mot! part, we

I met, too, with fome blocks of petnified clay, inclofing 


| denominate fecondary. They. are. often cut through,

Thefe flones, from fome trials I have 
made upon them with agua fortis, I find to confift of a 
gravelly, gritty fubflance, but not fubjeft. to diffolution 
by fire: Here is alfo the {pat fone, (or ifinglafs) quite 
pure, and great plenty oftale ; and-ouhers of thefe rocks 
abound with ferruginous particles, upon which the: load- © 
fone atts with confiderable effeét.: . ; 

The flate of New-York, fiill more mountainous, and 
the territory of Philipfburg, where we are now encamped, 
prefents the fame. objets toodr view. So many millions 
of thefe ftones, lying in heaps, and feattered throuch the 
{pace of more than two hundred miles, are the moft certain 
and authentic monuments of the long continuance of the 
waters on thefe countries. Torrents and rivers could nev- 
erhave thus rounded, intermixed and thrown them in 
heaps ; the feaalone muft have feparated them by flow-de-” 
grees, {cattered them into different parts, re-united, and 
impreffed on them thefe general forms by a continual attn- 
tion‘: But however attentively; I have coufidered things, 
I have not yet been ablego find any. veftiges .of animal pe- 
triftiction’, or of trees and fhells, “The North-river has,, in 
and about its bed, very few ftones of the granite kind, but 
plenty of marble, fectione and fate, ' 

As we approach towards New-York, between. the lines

HE unfortunate Maria Antoniette, illuflrious confor?

to the throne, were idolized by the people, for that mild 
condefcenfion of manner which induced them to fore 
much of the etiquette of ‘royalty, and mingle familiarly 
with their fubjetis. « The in particular, a beautiful 
young woman, the pride of the houfe of Auftna, launched 
too precipitately into the ‘vortex of pleafure; confulting 
lefs the dignity of her exaltedfituation, than the vain g 
tilication of ual thirft for gaiety, & thofe frivelous 
amufements w in time, enervate the robleft hearts, and 
fap the foundation of the flerncft virtue.- A momen- 
tous leffon this, to the fovereigns of Europe ! who might 
expect fimilar effetts to refult from fimilar eaufes ; and a 
no lefs falutary caution to the -fuberdinate sanks of focie- 
ty, who are not likely to efcape.unhurt, by the inordinate

‘excels of good nature: impelled the queen to affociate with 


thofe whom fhe found it neceflary to confule- refpetting 





her favorite fetes and other, trivial amufements. She 











fought to fecure happincfsto herfelf; the fought to diffufe 
it among the people : But unhappily, fhe fought it not 
folely in that tranquil and retired path of domeftic virtue, 
where all that is to be met with on earth can alone be found ; 
in the pure affeftion of a beloved hufband, and in the 
chaite endearments of a lovely and innocent offspring, 
training up to piety and virtue. This feems to have been 
the grand error ofher life. She loved her hufband, and 
fhe loved her children : But fought not, in their fociety 
alone, her chief happinefs. 

There are various well authenticated anecdotes of the 
queen’s feeling andhumanity ; ofthe many grofs and in- 
delicate charges againft her, there feems no one politive 
proof. On i true character, therefore, the page of the 
future hiflorian muft decide ; when prejudice fhall have 
been mowed down by the fcythe of time ; and when even 
the friendly pity for her fufferings, which muft long fill 
every virtuous bofom, and render humid every eye, at 
the {hocking recital, fhall fufficiently fublide, to yrel truth 
the power of giving the fad tale faithfully to pofterity. In 
the mean time, we make no’ feruple to affert, that the 
charges under which both herfelf and her auguft confort 
were condemned, to the ignominious death they fo fhame- 
fully fuflered, cenftituted the vileft mockery of juftice that 
ever was exhibited among a people pretending to the fmal- 
left degree of civilization ; and that nothing againft her 
morals was exhibited, on her trial, except the imprattica- 
ble flory refpeéting her infant fon, a child féarcely eight 
years of age, and which no human being ever believed, is 
a mofl powerful argument in favor of the queen’s attual vir- 
tuc. . 

A fier fuffering a long and crue} imprifonment ; havin 
feen a beloved hufband led to the feaffold ; been deserved 
of the fole remaining confolation by a brutal feparation 
from her children, and infulted by the folemn mockery of 
a public tral; fhe was beheaded, at Paris, on Wednefday, 
the 16th of O&ober, 1793, being inher g8th year. The 
corpie of the ill-fated queen was immediately buried in a 
grave filled with quick lime, in the church yard called de 
la Madelaine, where her unfortunate confort, Louis X VI 
liad been before depofited, and confumed in the fame man-

_ The houfe of Affembly having paffed a bill the week 
pall to incorporate the ingenious Major Prefcot, of Mafla- 
chufetts, and others, 2s a company to opena canal and 
locks round the falls of Niagara—and having alfo with 
patriotic liberty beftowed about 6000 acres of land to the 
{aid company in the vicinity of the intended canal—my 
curiolity has been irrefiftibly incited to inveftigate the vat 
magnitude of this truly important enterprize. It appears 
to me at once the moft daring attempt, and in its confe- 
quences the moft important to fociety, ever conteived or 
invented by the genius of man ; fhould it fucceed (of 
which I make no doubt) the bold projeftor will and im- 
mortalized among thofe ufeful citizens who devote them- 
felves to the noble fcience of canalling. I would not with 
to be underftood to affert that the canal in contemplation 
will be the moft expenfive ever undertaken, fince it will 
not probably coft more than half a million of dollars—will 
be.gnly about feven miles long with §0 locks to gain about 
300 feet fall, atid to carry veffels of 70 tons burthen. 
‘Lhe canal of Languedoc in France is 150 miles long, ad 
coft two millions of crowns, There are many other ca- 
nals in Europe and .China, which coft infinitely larger 
fums; but I challenge the world to exhibit a canal fo im- 
portant in its confequences, as is the one in cueftion. 

In contempiating a map of the weftern lake navigation, 
and the approximity of the northern: parts of the Millifip- 
pi—tfeveral of the northern branches of the Ohio—the 
Illinois, Wabafh and the numerous rivers falling into the 
vaft chain of lakes, which forms our north weftern bound- 
aries, together with the difficulties, dangers and expence 
attending the tranfportation of the produceof the greateft 
lengih of the Mithfippi and Ohio to the fea: 1 have not 
the leaft doubt but the greateft ~part.of the produce of the 
countues lying weft of Pennfylvania, and north of the 28th 
deg. of latitude comprifing all that part of the Ohio, | ing 
calt of the mouth of Kenticky river, and about two hg 
dred millions of acres in land, will find its way to Albany 
and New York, once the canal at N tagara and the weit- 
ern canals in this flate are completed. To eftablith this in- 
tereiling fatt, it will be nece to examine the geogra- 
pay of thofe countries—their diffance from the fea—and 
the cheapeit probable out-let for their produce, 


From Pitfburgh to the out-let of the Ohio is 188 
mules; from thence to Nvw Orleans 856 more: from 
March to July, craft carrying goo barrels of flour, may 
fail from Pittfburgh to New Orleans: here they muft be 
broken up or fold: for they can never return 2000 miles 
againfta conftant current; andthe men muft find their 
way back ata great expence from New-Orleans. This 
produce is ufually refhipped at New-Orleans for Philadel- 
phia, a circuitous voyage of 1609 miles more ; and then 
the returns muft be fent 320 milesover a rough country by 
and to Pittfburgh, at an expence of 200 dollars a ton. 
In the {pring and fall batteaus carrying 40 tons, and rowed 
by 18 or 20 men, alfo afcend from New-Orleans to the 
Illinois: this voyage they perform in 10 weeks. This 
being therefore t only fouthern out-let for all the coun- 
tries ealt ofthe Miflifippi, north of the Ohio, and weft of 
Pennfylvania, let us now turn our attention to the northern 
lakes, flaring from Albany, the head of the navigation of 
the majeftic Hudfon. Let us fuppofe the canals in this 
itate completed to Ofwego (for batteaus of 15to 20 tons 
burden) a fine natural harbor on the fouth fide of lake 
Ontario, where a town is foon to be laid out :

Frem the falls of St.-Mary, it is 540 miles more to the 
weit end of lake Su 
Lake and the Lake of the Woods, making in the whole a 
diftance of 2000 miles; and computing both fhores of 
thefe mighty lakes, with their numerous boatable rivers, it 
will make upwards of 6000 miles—and to comprehend ail 
the waters within the limits already detailed, it will {weil 
the boatable water, which is probably deftinedto bear the 
future produce of the adjacent countries through the New- 
York weftern canals, to upwards of 10,000 miles: which 
independent of the dire€t advantage it will yield to the 
proprietors of the canals (of whichthe ftate holds one fifth) 
it will aifo, in a double point of view, be of the utmolt im- 

ce to the ftatein the aggregate. ~Firfl, by adding a 
vaft accumulation to our exports and-imports ; and fecond- 
ly, by reducing the tolf on our own. produce, which will 
pafs our canals and locks. The proprietors being limited to 
15 per cent. income per ann. on their actual expenditures; 
the rate of the tolls muft of neceflity (once they reach that 
point) reduce in proportion asthe produce, and of con- 
fequence the receipts increafe ; fo that in procefs of years 
it will be almoft infenfible ; which again will enable our 
canal company to pufh their canals to the higheft point of 
perfeétion, although the rate of tolls as juft obferved will be 
conftantly parses . This noble attempt will probably 
at firft be thought vifionary in theory, but the event will I 
am confident juftify the hypothefis. It is faid Cayahogo 
river which falls into Lake Erie, is boatable to within four 
miles of Mufkingum, which falls into the Ohio. The 
head of the Wabath, and Fort St. Jofeph, at the head of 
Iltinois, are both near the welt end of Lake Erie, and not 
far from the fouth end of Michigan; hence a communi- 
cation from the Miffifippi and the Ohio to the lakes -is 
extremely eafy. . 

I am alfo credibly informed, that feveral Albany Indian 
Traders have formely failed thro’ Green Bay, on the weft 
fide of Michigan, into a river which falls into the Illinois 
and Milhfippi ; this river rifes in a flat country, and is only 
navigable into the Illinois in the {pring and fall during the 
frefhes, fo that when the canals and locks in this ilate 
are all opened, a batteau may {ail from New-York to the 
Miffifippi inland without interruption; and when the nor- 
thern canals are opened, from New-York to Quebec, even 
into the fea, both at the outlets of the rivers St. Lawrence 
and the Miffifippi, Befides in the prefent unimproved 
ftate of our inland navigation, a hogfhead of rum may be de- 
livered from Albany to Detroit, Soe 5 dollars; whereas 
it Cofts fiom Philadelphia to Pitfburgh 187 1-2 dollars. 
A floop of 70 tons navigated by four men, may fail from 
the fouth end of Lake Michigan and deliver her cargo at 
the harbour of Ofwegoin 20 days, for about 15 dollars a 
ton, and from the falls of St. Mary, in 15 days, on an 
average.

From all which, it is frm that Albany muff inevitably 
become the grand emporium of the greateft extent of naviga- 
ble country, that ever concentered its trade at one place, in 
any age or country. 

I can never dwell on the fubje& of canals and their im- 
menfe confequences, without ranging at large in the pleafant 
fields of anticipation, & almoft regretting that my exiflence 
had not been protratted to the middle of the approaching 
century : when if the citizen: of America fhould be. fo 
peculiarly fortunate as to preferve the indivifibility of our 
rifing empire, and to frown thofe deteftable men of ambiti- 
ous party views, into contempt and juft deteftation, we muft 
and {hall inevitably foar to an eminence of wealth, popula- 
tion, civilization, and power, which will command the love, 
veneration and dread of mankind

The following extraét fets the calamities of war ina ferong 
light, and contains beautiful and jujt fentiments. It 
2s taken from the memoirs of a French officer. Having 
given a relation of the bloody attion near Parma, be- 


tween the Imperialifts and French, June 29, 1754 
he goes on thus:— 


“ The king of Sardinia (then againft the Houfe of Au- 
firia} whom the ullnefs of the queen had called to Turin, 
four or five days before, returned to the army the morning 
after-the battle. Every one knows the valour of this prince; 
he expreffed a great tegret at having come too late, and 
iv iately vifited the field, to fee the ground on which 
the difpofitions were made for the engagement. He was 
‘attended by feveral l officers, among whom I was, 
As our cavalry had not been en but remained behind 
at fome diflance, during the heat of the battle, I was ignorant 
of what had paffed. Guriofity Jed me to attend his majefty, 
that I might hear the account given him of the affair; but 
the horror which reigned on all fides foon infpired me with 
different thoughts. I fancied I beheld, alitile diftance from 
me among the dead, a in of my acquaintance; I rode 
a little di oo road to examine nearer, and 
found it was he. er ing afigh to his memory, I 
caft my eyes on the slide hoe the ath had left their 

I faw 10 or 12,000 men ftretched out naked and 
disfigured with wounds! Inhumanity itfelf muft have melt- 
ed at this fpectacle. The refleftion of Xerxes prefently 
occurred to me; Alas! thought I, all thefe men were 
living within thefe twenty-four hours! Why are they no 
more? What frenzy has thus led them to cut each others 
throats ? Were they enemies ? No! They did not fomuch 
as know one another. Were glory, ambition, o: love of 
wealth, their motives ? Alas! the memory of the greatet

But, 
continued I; am I lefs criminal ? Want, wretchednefs, or 
force, has made mott ef thefe foldiers, But what obliges 
us to {hare. ia the fame cruelties?

I reafon, 
I philofophize, 1 behold virtue with a kind of fondnefs; 
yet all my fpeculations have hitherto only ferved to thew 
me my own weaknefs, and heighten my fhame.”

* I have the fatisfattion te acquaint your grace, that 
fince the information tranfmitted to Mr. Grenville, that 
the French had entirely left Bantry Bay, there has been 
no re-appearance of them upon the coafts ; fo that I truff, 
from the violence of the tempel!, and from their {hips be- 
ing wl found and ill victualled, their expedition is for the 
preient fruftrated. 

Upon reviewing what had paffed during this expedi- 
tion of the enemy, I have the fatisfattion to reflett, that 
the beft {pirit was manifefied by his majefly’s regular and 
militia forces ; and I have every reafon to believe, that, 
ifalanding had taken place, they would have difplayed 
the utmoft fidelity. When the flank companies of the 
Antrim regiment were formed, the whole regiment turn- 
ed out to a man, with expreiltons of the greateft eagernefs 
to march ; and the Downfhire regiment toa man, declar- 
ed they would f{tand and fall by their officers. } 

At the time the army was ordered to march the weather 
was extremely fevere : I therefore ordered them a propor- 
tion of {pirits upon their route, and diretted an allowance of 
4d aday to their wivestill their return. On match, the 
utmolt attention was paid them by the inhabitants of the 
townsand villages through which they paffed; fothat m 
many places the meat provided by the commiffary was not 
coutuaee. The roads, which in parts had been rendéred 
impaflable by the f{now, were cleared by the peafantry, 
The poor vasa often fhared their fin with them, 
anddreffed their meat without demanding pa t; of 
which there was a very particular inflance in town of 
Banager, where no gentlemanor principal farmer refides 
tl the example. At Carlow a confiderable fub- 
{cription was made for the troops as they pafled ; and at 
Limerick and Cork, — exertion - ufed to facilitate 
the carriage of artil baggage, remiums to the 
carmen aed in cy bo of Caley, which for a fhort 


time was left with avery inadequate garrifon, the zeal and

In thort, the general good difpofition of the people through 
the fouth and weft was fo prevalent, that, the —

From the armed yeomanry, government derived the 
moft houourable affitance. Noblemen and gentlemen 
of the firft property vied in exerting themfelves at the head 
oftheir corps.

Cork, Limerick and Galway, 
they took the duty of the garrifon. Lord Shannon in-

being his turn for duty. The merchants of Dublin, 
of them of the firft eminence, marched 16 Irth ae Sage 4 
a convoy of arms to the north, whither it was conduéted by 
reliefs of yeomanry. The corps have been formed of the 
moft refpeftable barrifters, attornics, merchants, AF see 
men and citizens, and their number is fo con le, 
and their zeal in mounting fo ufeful, that I was en- 
abled greatly to reduce the garrifon with perfect fafety to 
the town, —The numbers of yeomanry fully appointed and 
difciplined in Dublin, exceed 2000, above 400 of whom 
arehorfe. ‘The whole number of corps approved by go-. 
vernment, amount to 440, exclufive of the Dublin corps. 
The grofsnmber is nearly 25000. There are alfo gt" 
offers of fervice under confideration, and at leaft 125 pro- 
pofals have been declined ; and, in reply to a circular let- 
ter written to the commandants of the nile corps, their 
anfwers almoft univerfally contained a general offer of fer- 
vice inany part of the kingdom.

The vi@tims of that 
fanguinary tyrant Robefpierre were facrificed to his fafety, 
when his heart was diftratted by .fear, and his refentment 
inflamed by rivalfhip ; but, im the lengthened miferies and 
unabated oppreilion of La Fayette, we tind cruelty without 
pailion, injuftice without neceffity, and perfeverance with- 
out remorfe. The hiftory of La Fayeite and his family, 
dims the luftre of the Imperial diadem, is a foul blot in the 
annals of Europe, and wall not add to the triumphs of A- 
merican humanity. [ Ind.

moft anxioufly looked for by all, and foon after it opened, 
‘feeing the land very clofe a-head, we again wore to the 
fouthward, in twenty fathoms water, and a few minutes 
after difcovered the enemy, whr ad fo bravely defended 
herfelf, lying on her broad-fide, and a tremenduous furf 
beating over her. ‘The miferable fate of her brave but 
unhappy crew was perhaps the more fincerely lamented 
by us, from the apprehenfion of fuffering a fimilar misfor- 
tune. We pafled her within a mile-in avery bad con- 
dition, having at that time four feet water in our hold, a 
great fea, and the wind dead on the fhore, but we had af- 
certained, beyond a doubt, our fituation to be that of 
Hordierne Bay, and that our fate depended upon the pof- 
fible chance of weathering the Penmark Rocks. Exhauf- 
ted as we were with fatigue, every exertion was made and 
every inch of canvas fet, that could be carried, and at cle- 
ven A.M. we made the breakers, and by the blefling of 
Ged, weathered the Penmark Rocks, about halfa mile. 


The Amazon had hauled her wind to the northward, 
when we flood to the fouthward.; her condition I think 
was better than our’s, and I knew that her aftivity and 
exertions were fully equal to any thing that could be ef- 
fected under fimiar circurflances ; the judgment with 
which fhe was managed during fo long an aftion, and the 
gallantry of her Pm could not but merit the higheft 
commendation, and tothe heart of a friend it was peculi- 
arly gratifying. I have full as much reafon to 
highly of my own officers and men, to whom I owe infi- 
nite obligations.”

Summary of foreign intelligence, principally by the Hamburgh packet, 
arrived at Philadelphia in 45 days from Liverpool.

The Amazon and Huffar  Britith frigates 
had been lofi on the French coaft.—Another expedition was 
faid to be in fome forwardnefs at Breit, fuppofed for a renew- 
al of the attempt on Ireland in, the fpring, little doubt being 
eatertainéd in France of the Irifh being ripe fora revolt.--Affairs 
in the Eait Indies began te weara ferious afpeé; and much 
trouble apprehended from the mangeuvres of France in that 
quarter. Lord Carnwailis was on the point of departure for 
India, when thefle accounts came away.-—The late French Am- 
baflador xt Conitantinople had been difmiffed with every mark 
of refpect. The Grand Signior had delivered him a letter in 
his own hand writing, to the Direétory, befides a Turkiff 
ftandard of three tails, as the token of friendthip and eReem 
forthe French Republic-—The new emperor of Ruflia had re- 
fufed *o ratify the treaty of fubfidy lately entered into by the 
Empre{s—Mantua {till continued to be clofely invefted, the 
middle of January, by the French armies ; and Buona had 
iffued an addrefs to his troops, promifing them the fpoils of the 
Clergy of Mantua if they fhouid fucceed intaking the place. 
It was generally thought that the expedition again Treland had 
been ili timed’; & at a feafon of the year when the feas in thofe | 
parts are {o tempeftuous as fcarcely to admit of a flect being 
kepttogether, or difembarking of troops on any unfortified 
part of the coaft.

Curious Particulers in the charakter of the late King of 
Prufta, not generally hnown. 


HE extraordinary abilities of his late Majelty of 
Pruffia, Frederick the Great, and the fplendour of 
his reign, will probably, in all future ages, command ad- 
miration. If to this he poffefled theamiable qualities of the 
private ftation, as it is now faid he did in an eminent 
degree, it will altogether form fuch a character as fages and 
philofophers will contemplate on with delight ; fome blem- 
ifhes in his.condu€t may no doubt be found, as nothing 
human can be perfett ; but many citcumflances, however, 
may appear to deferve blame from being mifreprefented, 
or the motives mifunderftood. Itis.on that account that 
I mean to. ftate three inflances of his conduét, in hopes 
that fome perfon, fuitably qualified, will be fo obliging as 
to correft them where they fhall appear falfe or exaggera- 
ted, and, by exp!aming his motives, exienuate the faule. 

Baron Treack was born in Pruilia; but, by’ fome 
chance, was bronght, whena boy, to Vienna; there edu- 
cated ; and, when of proper age, had a commiflion given 
him in the Imperial army. Being a man of refpetiable 
conduct, he met with general efleem, and; in his turn, was 
promoted inrank. ‘The Baron occafionlly ufed to vifit 
Pruflia, to take care of his eftate and family affairs. At 
the commencement of the Iste war he was made prifoner ; 
he had not thought it honourable to throw up his commifh- 
on, after being permitted fo long to enjoy the advantages 
ofthe ferviee, The King of Pruffia imprifoned him ina 
clofe narrow dungeon, almoft entirely dark. He was 
chained to a feat in fuch.a manner that, though he might 
{land up, he could never lie down. He remained in this 
firwation for years, till the end of the war, when that ex- 
cellent prince’s, the late Emprefs Queen, made it a fine 
qua non, a firlt)point, before fhe would: hear of a treaty, 
that Baron Trenck fhould be fet-at liberty, and: fent to 
her. _ rhe Baron, during his captivity, compofed a poem, 
anc, for want of ink, wrote it'in his'blood, having contri- 
ved to gei a quill and fome feraps of paper. ‘This pocm 
is pubhithed, and tranflated from the, German. into French, 
it has been furmifed, that when he ufed to vifit his eftates, 
he.acted as a fpy, and brought intelligence to Vienna. 
T his certainly would have been difhonourable and ungrate- 
ful m the higheft degree ; and, if truc, was. robably the 
caufe ofthe Kine’s refentment : but he fhould have either 
had the Baron tried, and fentenced to death, or fet him 
adrift, and forfeited the efiate. 

The next inflance is fo atrocious, that it is impofible to 
conceive how a hero and re ye and of fonoble a 
o m acs an peas capable ° fch condua, A great 

¥ toc y poor young Italian, an opera-dan- 
cer. She fent him a meflage, and» an intrigue was the 
confequence. No irregular commerce could long efcape 
the’ vigHanee of Frederick, The difcovery, however, 
was nor fo fudden but that the young Italian had cen 
to avoid. the danger, and fly ‘the country. His Majefi 
font for thetlady,. expoffulaced with her ; reproached bis 
teverely 5 and then, without much buftle or expofure, or- 
Jered-herinto-banithment, and'that fhe fhould be treated 
with decency and humanity. The unaccountable part of 
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moft incenfiderable. . The difference of rank is_ {elf evi- 
derice that the advances were to him, and fuch advances 
are commands. No mannow gains by being a Jofeph ; 
and the mode.of the age would confider it as a blemifh in 
aman. Itis well if public fentiment be not more depra- 
ved, and even deemit a crime. The enraged monarch 
loys three trufty fervants to go in fearch of the fugi- 
tive, and by every means, by force or fraud, to bring him 
along captive. An obfcure Italian it was not fo eafy to 
trace through Germany ; bat, after’a long fearch, and ne- 
ver-ceafing enquity, he was at laft found in his native 
country, Venice. The ttufly fervants ‘began by getting 
acquainted with him, and ingratiating themfelves by atts 
of kindnefS. then took the proper he aaabaue to 
kidnap him ; and haying money at command, as foon as 
po! got him out of the Venetian territory there was little 
di-iculty” in’ tranfporting him through the ftates of Ger- 
| mahy to Berlin. He was then thrown into a narrow dark 
dungeon at. Spandaw, chained in a poftire that held his 


“| body doubled, his breaft almof%t touching his knees, fo that 


he could never lie or ftretch himfelf. The effeéts of nature 
| Rot removed, dverfpread with vermin, he languifhed in this 

condition eleven months ; when the general delivercr, 
the univerfal benefactor, the friendly hand of Death, re- 


this flory be as reprefented, no terms of cenfure can be 
too fevere. That the criminal with the leaft pofhible pro- 
portion of guilt fhould fuffer fo unequally, and with fuch 
deliberate cruelty, is repugnant to every principle of juf- 
tice or humanity. How unworthy a great prince to, en- 
courage the example of infulting another fovereign, and 
“violating the laws of hofpitality, by fuch an attack on, the 
| perfonal fafety ofa fubject! Its earneftly to be hoped 
' chat the circum{ances may admit of being extenuaied, and 
} that fuller information may produce the facts in another 
hight. 

The left irftance is that of a fellow who was a* C6mmon 
foldier, who had deferted, was retaken, and condemned to 
hatd labour at Spandaw. He contrived to get off his fet- 
ters; murdered two of the guard, and made his efcape. He 
caine over to England; but not think himfelf in fafery 
there, he went in the firft veffel to America. He remained 
in that country many years, and acquired fome property. 
Conceiving a longing to fee his native country, and flatter- 
ing himfelf that both his crime and his perfon would be 
equally forgotten, he ventured coming to Profla, He 


time. It was impoflible long to be concealed. He was 
{eized, and confined at Spandaw ; each armand leg chained 
together, fo that if he raifed or lowered the one, the oitier 
of courfe muft follow. Dirt and wretchednefs furrounded 
him ; and in this flate he remained at the late King’s death, 
—He, beyond doubt, was a great criminal ; butone cannot 
but admire that the great Frederick fhould employ his 
thoughts on deliberate cruelty, and refine fo much as to 
determine to prolong life and deftroy comfort. Some 
friend, perhaps, of the illuftrious Frederick may undertake 
his defence ; if he fucceeds in the attempt, it will be the 
higheft gratification to the writer of this lester,
